PRESIDENT REPORTS BIG RISE 
IN FEDERAL DISASTER RELIEF 


WASHINGTON, March 28 
(UP)—President Eisenhower re-': 
ported to Congress today that 
federal disaster relief to the 
states amounted to $35,400,000 
in the last two and one-half 
years, By contrast federal dis- 
aster relief allocated by the 
executive office of thé Presi- 
dent between Aug. 31, 1951 and 
July 1, 1954, amounted to §3,- 
500,000. 

One reason for the heavy in- 
crease in recent yéars, accord- 
ing to the White House, was a 
decided increase in major nat- 
ural disasters requiring federal 
relief. Another was that states 
recently have been availing 
themselves of more federal dis- 
aster relief funds. 

The report covered a period 
from June 30, 1954, through 
Dec. 31, 1956. Largest recipient 
was California, which received 
$9,500,000 for flood relief in 
late 1955 and early 1956.

X. Callanan will seek a propor- 
tional representation system. of 
electing at-large aldermen if 
the 7-7-1 aldermanic plan is re- 
tained in the final draft of the 
proposed new charter, he told 
a public meeting last night at 
Nottingham School, 4915 Dono- 
van avenue. 


The meeting, the sixtieth of- 


“ficial session of the Charter 


Board of Freeholders, was the 
seventh and concluding public 
hearing held to let citizens ask 
questions about the provisions 
of the proposed new charter, 
and to receive recommenda- 
‘tions for changes. 


Callanan, in answering! a 
question from the audience, an- 
nounced his intention to try to 
get proportional representation 
linked to the charter’s provision 
for a 7-7-1 plan of electing 
Alderman. 


The proposed charter pro- 
vides that each of seven alder- 
men shall be elected from a 
voting district consisting of four 
wards, and seven other alder- 
men, plus the aldermanic presi- 


dent, shall be elected by the) 
total vote from all 28 of the | 
city’s wards. Under the present | 


charter 28 aldermen are elected, 
one from each ward, with only 
the president chosen by city- 
wide vote. 


For Minority Representation. 


Some speakers have ex- 
pressed concern over whether 
minority groups would have 
sufficient representation under 
the 7-7-1 plan. Callanan said 
he would urge proportional rep- 
resentation to allay such fears. 


Proportional representation is 
a system of voting whereby 
representative bodies, such as 
aldermen, are chosen in pro- 
portion to the number of votes 
cast. The system makes it pos- 
sible for relatively small mi- 
norities and scattered voters, 
who have like-minded views on 
various problems, to have mi- 
nority representation in a gov- 
ernmental body. 

Callanan said the proportion- 
al representation system has 
worked successfully in Ireland, 
Switzerland and, closer to home, 
Cincinnati. Some other free- 
holders expressed less enthusi- 
asm for the system, saying the

Order Prohibiting Mem- 
bership Is Canceled :

JEFFERSON CITY, March 28 
—Cancellation by state prison 
officials of a recent order pro- 
hibiting guards in the penal in- 
stitutions from holding mem- 
bership in a labor union was 
announced yesterday by Gov.

The Governor said the order, 
issued last March 18, was with- 
drawn following a conference 
yesterday between him and Col. 
James D. Carter, director of 
the State Department of Cor- 
rections. 


“Col. Carter and I agreed | 
the order is not of importance 
now,” Blair said, “and it will 
not affect the jobs of the 
guards. We agreed there is no 
difficulty involved in the sit- 
uation.” 


‘Have No Contract.’ 


Blair, who has said he thought 
the guards had a right to be- 
long to a union if they wished, 
observed “they have no con- 
tract, under court decisions, 
they can not engage in collec- 
tive bargaining, or strike. The 
only thing they can do is or- 
ganize.”’

In Seattle, less 
than a block from the western 
headquarters of the union, a 
dummy was strung up between 
two utility poles last night bear- 
ing a placard inscribed: Dave 
Beck. 

A driver double-parked in the 
warehouse district in Minneapo- 
lis said: “Everybody is out to 
get what he can. Let the big 
boys fight it out on their own.

Conspiculously few had any 
good word to say for their union 
president. A union shop steward 
in Jersey City, N.J., said Beck 
was “tops” in his book.

Probably never in modern times 
has there been a bigger debacle in 
poor public relations than that occa- 
sioned by the move of the Katy to 
Texas, details of which still are un- 
folding. 

The irony is that the railroad is in 
financial difficulties because of busi- 
ness honesty and integrity. It is 
the only major line with headquar- 
ters in St. Louis that did not seek 
reorganization during the depression. 
Instead of putting its stocks and 
bonds through a wringer to reduce 
them to manageable proportions, it 
deferred interest payments. As a 
result its preferred stock was in 
arrears $100,000,000 by December 
1955. When attempts to make an 
arrangement to meet’ that situation 
failed, the slashing of personnel 
began. 

It can be presumed that the gen- 
eral public would at least understand 
such drastic changes on this basis— 
if it had been told about it. Instead 
the public relations department was 
abolished first.

Readers of the Post-Dispatch have been 
shocked by the continuing ugly disclosures con- 
cerning affairs within the Teamsters’ Union 
under the presidency of Dave Beck. Our read- 
ers also have been shocked concurrently by the 
news of how the management of the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas railroad has treated many of its 
employes in St. Louis, Parsons, Kan., and else- 
where. 

This is not to find parallels in the cases of 
the Teamsters’ bosses and the executives of 
the M.-K.-T. But it is to say that all the facts 
in the case of business management on the 
one hand and in the case of the union leader- 
ship on the other should be brought out in the

Edwardsville has the opportunity to become 


the third Madison county community to apply 
the City Manager plan to its municipal services. 
Wood River led the way four years ago and last 
month the voters of Alton approved a City Man- 
ager proposal, Now a group of public-spirited 
Edwardsville citizens has completed the neces- 
sary circulation of petitions and obtained a court 
order from County Judge Kinney, setting April

community. As small cities go, Edwardsville has 
been well-governed. But it stands to benefit in 
both efficiency and economy from a full-time, 
professional municipal administrator. The gains 
that hundreds of American communities from 
Maine to California have achieved under the 
City Manager plan are open to the people of 
Edwardsville, too. 
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A Thought for Virginia 
Once more the Supreme Court has reminded 


the South that the law of our country is opposed 
to racial segregation in the public schools. 


The Court did this by refusing to review two 
At Ar- 
lington and at Charlottesville, both communi- 
ties which have shown some readiness to begin 
obeying the law, United States district court 
orders have been issued directing the public 
schools to end segregation, as the Supreme 
Court in 1954 unanimously held that the Con- 
stitution requires. The lower court orders 
were appealed, but now the Supreme Court in 
effect has told Arlington and Charlottesville 
that those orders shouki be obeyed. 

For Arlington and Charlottesville, however, 
the matter is not simple. Virginia's state gov- 
ermment is run by the Byrd machine, and the 
Byrd machine has called for “massive resist- 
ance” to the Supreme Court's opinion. In re- 
sponse to that pressure, Virginia's House of 
Delegates adopted a statute denying state aid 
to any school district which ends segregation. 

We hope that the newest Court action will 
bring the controversy to a head. It is incon- 
ceivable to us that the good citizens of Virginia 
communities that are ready to proceed with de- 
segregation will permit their state government 
to penalize them and discriminate against them 
for striving to live within the Constitution and 
laws of this republic.

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Facing the Budget Facts 

President Eisenhower talked more sensibly 
about the budget at his news conference 
Wednesday than he has talked on some other 
occasions.’ Instead of “challenging” Congress 
to cut the budget, or speaking as if he supported 
Secretary Humphrey's plea for cuts, the Presi- 
dent said frankly that there cannot be any re- 
ductions of large magisitude unless policies are 
changed and programs reduced, And he made 
it fairly clear that he is not in favor of any 
policy changes of a drastic nature. 

As we said when the budget game of buck- 
passing between Administration and Congress 
began, we think the President this time is 
largely right. A look at the figures will show 


why. Each dollar of the 71.8 billions President 


Eisenhower proposes to spend next year would 

be distributed thus:

A 5-billion-dollar cut,in the total, such as 
Senator Byrd is talking about, would be equiva- 
lent to a cut of 7 cents in each dollar, Of course 
some economies are possible and desirable, but 
where would 7 cents come from? 

But of 
the 59 cents going for these purposes 53 cents 
will go directly to our military services. Who 
really wants to take responsibility, in the pres- 
ent state of the world, for a very substantial 
cut in that item?

the 3 cents of the security dollar going for 


atomic energy development? Or the 3 cents for 
foreign military aid? Or:+the 3.3 cents for in- 
ternational affairs, which includes not only the 
conduct of diplomacy but all economic and 


technical aid, cultural and information programs? 


Everybody is in favor of economy as a gen- 
eral proposition.

He is now working in England and his propo- 
sal has been published in the British astronomi- 


cal journal, The Observatory, as “one peaceful 


use of the military employment of atomic ener- 
gy and intercontinental ballistics.” Dr. Urey says 
that a hit would chip pieces off which would 
arrive on our earth “intact and unheated,” thus 
enabling geophysicists to determine what the 
moon is made of. 


It is all right to be curious about what the 
moon is made of but there would be nothing 
peaceful about jolting that “pale queen of 
night” with a rocket full of nuclear explosive. 
It is stated that the moon is uninhabited but 
If it is in- 
habited and a rocket is launched into it, is that 
a “peaceful” act? And what about the pieces 
that might be “chipped” off and fall upon this 
earth? Just where might they. fall harmlessly? 
And where does the law of gravity enter? 


Dr. Urey and his British fellow workers also 
are interested in some abstruse theories about 
the enormous quantities of dust that are re- 
ported to be piled here and there on the face 
of the moon. Certainly any rocket blast on the 
moon would stir up big billowing clouds of this 
dust and so obscure the moon for months. That 
would play hob with all the song writers and 
their lines about silvery orb, June moon, shim- 


mering disk, etc. 


We never did believe that the moon was made 
of green cheese but we will be willing to accept 
even this hoary theory if Dr. Urey will just 
withdraw that scheme of his for chipping sam- 
ples off the moon. Who cares what the moon 


is made of as long as it stays up there?

Later, as surplus war stocks dwin- 
dled, Congress provided other credit, 
including unused mutual security funds. 
And the sale of farm surpluses in Latin 
America has made possible the exten- 
sion of the Fulbright program to that 
continent this year. 

Today 27 nations participate. In 1955, 
1915 Americans and 4359 foreigners 
studied under the program. Other ex- 
change plans have been added: Teach- 
ers in elementary and secondary 
schools who go abroad or come here to 
teach for ohe year; professors who 
lecture at universities, and scholars 
who do post-doctoral research. 


The United States program now is 
confined to the free world, but there 
is competition, particularly in neutral 
Asia. 

Secretary Dulles has pointed out 
that Russia is doing much more in the 
exchange field there than we are. 

Russia was invited to participate in 
the Fulbright program but refused with 
a broad hint that young party-line 
scholars should not associate with 
scholars from Wall Street. 

Now Russia finds other barriers to 
student exchange. The biggest is an 
American passport law which uires 
all visitors, except those on official 
status, to be fingerprinted.

The measure, sponsored Dy | 
the retirement system's board | 
of trustees and approved by the 
St. Louis Board of Estimate and | 
Apportionment, would increase 
pensions. about $50 a month and | 
set up a new plan for the pay- 
ment of accident and death | 

enefits. 

The new plan is designed to 
enable policemen to retire on | 
half pay at the age of 60, after | 
completing 35 years of service. | 

Members would contribute 7 | 
per cent of their salaries, as | 
compared with 4 to 6 per cent | 
under the present system. The | 
city which now contributes 
about $1,215,000 a year to the’ 
system would pay an additional | 
$80,000 a year under the new | 
plan. 

The bill provides for volun- | 
tary retirement at 60 years of | 
age and compulsory retirement | 
at 65. Policemen who are more | 
than 60 now would be permitted | 
to continue working another 
five years before retirement. 
All new policemen would be re- 
quired to come under the new 
plan, but present members could 
elect to remain under the old 
system.

eounting the dozens hired and 


fired by temporary members 
like Louisville, Hartford. Buf- 
falo. Providence and Troy 
over 81 seasons, chances are 


not more than half a dozen 
ofthese intellectual giants 
have dared to depart from 
the classic pattern of the bat- 
ting order. 


Every schoolboy is familiar 
with the pattern—first a fleet 
runner who can produce an 
acceptable quota of hits, walt 
out the pitcher for a base on 
balls or otherwise contrive to 
reach first base; then a good 
bunter who can also hit to 
right field; then the muscle- 
mén, batting third, fourth 
and fifth. who are supposed 
to drive in runs; finally the 
lads who are good to their 
folks and say “Sir” to the 
manager, with the pitcher 
last of all. 

This looks like a tough year 
for traditionalists. Among the 
eight geniuses now living by 
their wits in the National 
League, two are rebels to 
whom nothing is sacred. 

Bobby Bragan, the resident 
radical in Pittsburgh, has 
been batting his pitcher 
eighth in spring exhibitions. 
Fred Haney, the licensed an- 
archist in Milwaukee, has the 
temerity to list Henry Aaron, 
his most consistent hitter and 
the league’s batting champi- 
on, second in the lineup. 


The Freethinkers. 


T IS NOT as though re- 
| vor were to be confined to 

the training season. The 
Pittsburgh apostate and the 
Milwaukee iconoclast mean to 
go right on defying the estab- 
lished order after champion- 
ship competition starts. 

“So I'll probably get blasted 
for batting Aaron second,” 
Haney says, “but maybe I'll 
get some more runs, too. With 
Hank hitting behind Danny 


O'Connell, I’ve got two

Mathews, Joe Adcock and 
éither Bobby Thomson or Wes 
Covington. 

“Aaron hit .328 last vear 
and he’s only 23 and just 
coming into his own. There's

farther down in the order, 
but the top men in the lineup 
come to bat most often. 

“My best hitter will have 
maybe 60 extra chances to 
hit if he’s up there in second 
place. How. can that hurt 
me?” 

The Old Order Changeth. 

RAGAN has made the elec- 
Berissing discovery that un-- 

less the enemy pitcher is 
throwing a perfect game, no 
rule requires the lead-off hit- 
ter to go to bat first in any 
inning after the first. After 
his first time at bat, the top 
man in the orthodox batting 
order always follows the 
pitcher, or a pinch-batter re- 
placing the pitcher. 


“But he doesn’t have to,” 
Bobby says. “I want a man 
in the ninth slot. who figures 
to hit a little better than the 
pitcher, not my biggest hit- 
ter, of course, but somebody 
like Hank Foiles, say. Then 
we've got a better chance of 
having a man on base when 
we come around to the top of 
the lineup.” 

In addition to power guys 
like Frank Thomas and Dale 
Long, the upper brackets of 
the Pittsburgh lineup include 
Bill Virdon, who finished sec- 
ond to Aaron in last year’s 
batting race, and Roberto 
Clemente, who was third. 

“It seems to me to make 
more sense,” Bragan said, “‘to 
have them following some- 
body who stands a chance of 
getting on base. The pitcher 
has to take his turn at bat, 
but it doesn’t have to be right 
in front of your .300 hitters.” 

“It seems to make so much 
sense,” said a visitor in the 
Pirates’ camp, “that a fellow 
wonders why nobody else 
does it that way.” 

Balm in Gilliam. 
‘HE importance of a good 
lead-off batter furnished 
the text for a lecture by 
Birdie Tebbetts in the Cin- 
cinnati camp at Tampa. 

“I don’t know what Walter 
Alston is going to do,” the 
Réds’ manager was saying, 
but he’s got to have Junior 
Githam in his lineup at some 
position.” 

“He has him at three po- 
sitions,” a man said. “Gil- 
liam is the Brooklyn second 
baseman, the Brooklyn third 
baseman and the Brooklyn 
leftfielder. He also bats right 
and left and—” 

“That's what I mean,” Mr. 
Tebbetts said. “Gilliam gets 
175 hits in a seasan and he 
walks a hundred times. He'll 
beat out the double play 25 
times when a slow man would 
be doubled up. If he had 600 
times at bat in a season, he'd 
get on base more than half 
that often with hits or walks 
or force-outs.

One thing the group was particularly in- 
terested in--and it is of moment because of its na- 
tional implications to every conservationist—is the 
attempt of the Army to take over the small remain- 
ing areas which have been set aside as National Wild- 
life Refuges.

This is one of our eldest and 
most valuable Wildlife Refuges, set aside Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt in 1905 after he had visited 
and camped in the area. 

The Wichita is used for recreation by nearly

It is, of course, unsuitable for cultivation but sup- 
ports herds of buffalo, antelope, deer, elk, wild tur- 
key and a herd of Texas longhorn cattle, as well as 
many other species of prairie birds and wildlife. 

In addition to Oklahoma groups, the “Siege of the 
Wichita” by the Army is opposed by conservation or- 
ganizations with a national scope, through the Na- 
tiona] Wildlife Federation and the Citizens Commit- 
tee on Natural Resources. The danger is, as these 
groups well know, that every such invasion of dur 
Refuges, National Forests and Wilderness Areas brings 
closer the day when we have no such areas left,

Lecating Joists. 
NE of the standard cures 
for squeaky floors is to drive 
a couple of finishing nails 


cerough e pyueany board into 
the floor joist. The very first 
thing that most people want to 
is how does one locate 
the exact position of the floor 
joist. This is a good question. 
One way to locate the joist 
is by the. sounding method. 
Take a small block of wood 
and a hammer and move the 
block of wood across the floor. 
As you move the block, tap on 
it with the hammer. You will 
notice that when the block is 
over a joist you will get a solid 
sound when the block is struck 
by the hammer, but when it's 
not over a joist you will get a 
hollow sound. 
When you have ‘found the 
approximate position of a joist 


take a small drill and make a 


hole right through the flooring 
and sub-flooring, Now a thin 
lece of wire can be inserted 
nto this hole and with this you 
ean feel around in the space 
under the floar until you locate 
the exact position of the joist. 

Once you've located the exact 
position of one joist it's pretty 
easy to find the location of the 
others because joists are usually 
spaced 16 inches from center

They may criti- 
cize the Prime Minister but no one can get away with talk- 
ing against the Queen. 

“The system works and the British people will not 
give it up,” said the Presbyterian minister.

ON THIS VISIT to America, he said, he has found a 
heartening increase in church attendance and crowded class- 
rooms in theological seminaries. But he refused to speak 
of it in terms of a “spiritual revival.” 

“That is far too strong a term,” he said. “It is a 
phenomenon which has interested church leaders, and they 
are anxious to learn just why the churches are crowded 
today. We have the same situation in Britain from time to 
time, but not now. 

“These things go in waves and the crest may strike 
one part of the world at one time and another part at 
another time. We have had periods of renewed interest 
in churches in Britain when there was no such attendance 
increase over here. 

“So we can’t attribute it to any one world-wide factor 
—fear of Communism or the atomic age, for instance. But 
we do know that the strength of Communism in one part of 
the world is making Americans ask themselves if they have 
behind their civilization an equally strong faith. It makes 
them feel they must strengthen the spiritual foundations 
of their culture.”

THE SELF-EFFACING, gray-haired theologian has no 
fear in his own heart of what the future may bring. He has 
found, as have most visitors from abroad, that there appears 
to be more fear and war hysteria from time to time in 
America than in his own country, but he doesn’t share that 
terror. 

“I think that Russia {s as terrified of war as we are,” 
he said, “I have no faith in the Krethlin, of course, but 
I do have faith in the shrewdness of its leaders. They are 
well-informed, despite what propaganda they may put out.

They have to their credit 
a recreation center and a sum- 
mer day camp, citizenship 
classes for the foreign born, aid 
to the senior citizens, volunteer 
work among the mentally ill. 
“Council,” as it is familiarly 
known to its members, has kept 
step with the times and its 
projects are usually in direct 
line with community interest. 
Mrs. Oscar Marx, life director 
and past national first vice pres- 
ident (better known as Blanche 
to all members, young and old) 


has compiled the history of the 
St. Louis Section. It tells of 
its first meeting in the spring 
of 1917 when Hannah G. Solo- 
mon gathered together 30 
women, each of whom pledged 
herself to secure at least one 
additional member. By fall there 
were 325 members. The officers 
were Mrs. Major Lowenstein, 
president, Mrs. David Wolfort, 
vice president, Mrs. Edwin 
Meissner, vice president, Mrs. I. 
Halpern, recording secretary, 
Mrs. Fred Z. Salomon, corre- 
sponding secretary, Mrs. I. Bett- 
man, treasurer, and Mrs. A. 
Bauman, auditor.

EW as they were, Council 
Noa an international point of 

view, They adopted a Ger- 
man war orphan, Ita Fierer, 
and her pieture and letter are 
part of the Council's archives. 
Women’s suffrage provided the 
tone for early meetings, includ- 
ing a program on “Women in 
the World Today.” 

“Even 40 years ago, the 
Council’ was a peace group,” 
Mrs. Marx recalls. ““‘We advocat- 
ed belonging to a league of na- 
tions even before there was the 
League of Nations.” 

In 1923 the milk stations were 
established in 10 schools and by 
1926, stations in 18 schools sup- 
plied in one year 209,734 Lottles 
of milk and 8698 boxes of 
graham crackers. Price, in those 
long ago days, three cents for a 
pint of milk, two graham crack- 
ers and two straws. In 1933, the 
St. Louis Public Schools as- 
sumed the obligation of supply- 
ing milk to children. 

Daytime schools for the for- 
eign born were another early 
project, (“I remember I bought 
a new hat and went to see Mr. 
Hickey about it,” says Blanche, 
who has a feminine memory.) 
These schools were for mothers 
who could not leave their chil- 
dren at night to go to night 
school, but in a short time the 
schools also had male students 
who had night jobs, and 17 
Americans who came to learn 
to read and write. . 

Mrs. Marx was a member of 
the Spirit of St. Louis Com- 
mittee,.one of the executive 
committee of seven chosen to 
welcome Charles A. Lindbergh 
on his return to St. Louis in 
1927. 

“We were scared to death,” 
Mrs. Marx recalls. “Nobody 
knew anything about him. I 
remember they gave each of us 
a rose from his bouquet and I 
went from there to our school 
for the foreign born and gave 
each of the women a petal from 
the rose. You'd never seen such 
delight. It seemed to make 
them feel they were really 
Americans to have a rose petal 
from Lindbergh's bouquet.”

In 1934, Council House, a 
community center, was estab- 


lished. Council volunteers 
staffed the center and after 
three years, it was serving 


92,000 children. In 1941 a new 
Council House was built at 5625 
Wells avenue. In 1947 it be- 
came a Community Chest 
agency. 

In 1947 Council House Sum- 
mer Day Camp was established, 
to provide recreation for 125 
children during eight weeks of 
the hot St. Louis summer, Un- 
der staff leadership, children 
enjoy swimming, baseball and 
many camp activities. In 1955 
Council joined with the Jewish 
Community Centers Association 
in sponsoring an enlarged sum- 
mer day camp program called 
Camp Council which served 600 
boys and girls last summer. 

Of recent years, Golden Age 
clubs have been a part of 
Council's program, with classes 
in arts, crafts and English held 
at Sharre Emeth Temple and 
the YMCA for persons over 50. 
Last fall Golden Agers exhib- 
ited their leather, metal and 
boutique work at a hobby show. 

Five years ago, Council mem- 
bers began working at the St. 
Louis State Hospital with men- 
tal patients in the forgotten 
wards. Volunteers act as aids, 
help make things, sit and talk, 
play games. They give birthday 
parties, conduct a charm school.

NCE a year they give a 
() luncheon for blind women; 

about 65 are picked up and 
taken out to lunch. Another 
project is the national over- 
seas project, which brings stu- 
dents here for advanced study 
in sociology and social welfare, 
the only requirement being that 
they return to their owh coun- 
try to work. In 11 years they 
have brought over 129 students, 
three of whom are here now 
from Israel. 

Listing all the Council pro- 
jects for the past 40 years 
would be a monumental job. 
Each member recalls another 
one—the get-out-the-vote drive, 
the fight against anti-Semitism, 
legislative hearings, the survey 
on juvenile courts. Similarly 
a list of Council past presidents 
reads like a roster of women of 
achievement in all community 
activities. 

Projects are financed by the 
Council shops, two resale shops, 
one at 4148 Easton avenue, the 
other at 1020 North Vandeven- 
ter. The shop on Easton was 
started 16 years ago and to-

Council $25,000 for community 
projects. 

Members donate cast - off 
clothing, furniture and toys, and 
merchants donate items that 
would be marked off in inven- 
tory.
